WARSAW, Oct. 26—(AP)—Stanislaw Mikolajczyk. leader 
of the opposition to Poland’s Communist-dominated Govern- 
ment, has “fled abroad,” his own newspaper announced Sun- 


day. 


Apparently he feared internment and possibly death 


at the hands of the Soviet-backed Polish regime. 


The ~sudden disappearance of 
Mikolajczyk, an outspoken cham- 
pion of civil liberties with friends 
in both the United States and 
Britain, stunned his peasant fol- 
lowers. His exit also’ ended. any

tion to the, ~ f al’ Pre 
mier Jose! rankiewicz, 


Recently Mikolaiczyk’ iends.

Warsaw régime from abroad. He’ 
himself had said:thet-he erted 
to be arrested e fate 
of the Bulgarian. peasant leader, 
Nikola Petkov, Who was hanged 
last month for “treason.” 


Mikolajcezyk (pronounced Mee- 
koh-lalejeek) figured in a bitter 
clash with the Government over 
the parliamentary elections held 
Jan. 19.-Before and after the bal- 
loting he accuséd the pro-Govern- 
ment parties of arresting and in- 
timidating his followers and de- 
clared his party was robbed of 


victory at the polls. 


United States and British of- 
ficiais supported his position.

Brig. Gen. Telford Taylor, Chief 
Prosecutor, announced today that 
the first group of 30 Germans, im- 
plicated in evidence introduced at 
the trials of other persons here, 
has been turned over to German 
custody for prosecution in either 
criminal or denazification courts. 

Eventually U. S. authorities ex- 
pect to release hundreds of: Ger- 
mans in this category. They in- 
clude Fritz Thyssen, an industrial- 
ist too ill to be tried now, and 
Willy Messerschmitt, airplane man- 
ufacturer against whom a speci- 
fied case never materialized. 

Among the first 30 turned over 
to the Germans, Taylor said, was 
Guenther Quandt. German arma- 
mants manufacturer and former 
husband of Mrs. Paul Joseph 
Goebbels, who committed suicide 
with Propaganda Minister Goeb- 
bles and their children in the clos- 
ing days o: the war. 

A special staff, headed by 
James E. Heath, of Norfolk, Va.., 
has been set up to handle release 
of the prisoners. Six German State 
Prosecutors are studving the evi- 
dence against potential defend- 
ants.

The Judge is always 
friendly to the recommendations 
of the Court House—and so the 
panel is appointed who “is in a po- 
sition to Know” those “suitable’ 
to serve, ‘ 

Of the 28 or so names drawn, it 
is always possible to pick a “de- 
pendable’’ foreman—. and “depend- 
able” committee chairmen. 

The activities are secret, and the 
presentments are rarely published 
in fullk—and so any investigation 
that might be launched can either 
be squashed outright, or “killed” 
in committee.

No one ever said 
it did. A newpaper man mace an estimate that if the dress were 
purchased it would cost about $5,000. His estimate since has been 
said, by experts, to be about $2,000 too high. 

The facts are that the common people, fabric workers, dress- 
makers, sewing women, and so on, have joined to give Princess 
Elizabeth the dress. They are working extra hours, on their own 
time, to do the work because they have an affection for the girl 
and her family. 

The dress is essentially a gift of the people, falling in somewhat 
the same category as the turkeys and pound cakes which fond 
admirers each year send the President of the United States at 
Christmas and Thanksgiving. 

Less money is being spent by the reigning family of Great Brit- 
tain on this wedding than is spent on any one of a dozen debutant 
parties each year in New York by one of the royalty of that city’s 
social set. This proves only it is not unique. 


The royal family of Great Britain earned great respect 
during the war. It seems to me a curious fact that. the 
British people consider the really unnecessary expense of main- 
taining a royal family as logical and proper. Our tradition is 
egainst it, although before the first inauguration of George Wash- 
ington there were those who sought to make it a coronation affair. 
Nevertheless, it is a British alfair and if they want the symbol of 
the King, and if it means a great deal to them, as it does, then it 
is their business. . 

For Americans to go around glowering because the daughter 
is getiing married in a dress which would cost $5,000 if it hadn't 
been given to her is very juvenile. Certainly it hasn't any proper 
place in a discussion of international problems. Indeed, if the people 
who work in the industry want to work overtime for nothing to 
produce the dress, it is a little significant. 


Fuzzy It is a fact that this little episode of the dress, with many 

Americans running around identifying it with the Brit- 
ish loan, illustrates all too painfully the sort of fuzzy thinking that 
too often is encountered. 

I do not care for a socialist government for this country, pre- 
ferring the type we have. But it must be apparent to the person 
willing to think about it, that while free capitalism still serves us 
vdequately, if inflatedly, it does not necessarily so serve other 
countries, P 

Democratic socialism, such, as the Scandinavian countries 
turned to many years ago, and such as Britain now has, certainly 
was attained by popular consent of the governed. It does not 
weaken the authority of the democratic prgypie. In sharp 
and severe contrast ts the Soviet Communist Government. That 
is government by a minority and involves a great deal more than 
State ownership of resources and industry. It is dictatorship by 
an individual supported by the ruling majority and the vote by 
the majority is one of the prohibitions of the minority. It is 
rule also of fear by secret police. The Labor Government may 
be voted out by the British any time the opposition can find a 
majority. The opposition party is not jailed. The. two Com- 
munist members are allowed full voice in debate, 

We will make a tragic mistake if we seek to 
capitalistic system on nations which do not want it 
and which would not find it effective, but who will support 
cemocratic socialism. What we are trying to do is preserve the 
democratic principle, free to act by a majority vote of the people. 
If we can first of all establish that principle in Europe, we may 
or may not lead it back to our own system. But the principle is 
what we must save.

Approaching 
The Real Problems 


WASHINGTON—President Truman has acted 
wisely and boldly in calling an extra session 
of Congress to consider pressing problems of 

European relief and rising prices. 

The two problems are closely related for we could not wel] 
provide an extensive program to relieve the desperate fuel and 
food shortage abroad without considering the effect it will have 
on our own economy. Much of the dizzy rise in grain prices which 
has taken place in recent months may be attributed almost entirely 
to the heavy shipments we-are sending abroad to aid the hungry 
peoples of other countries. 

The price of grain affects, in turn, the price of hogs, beef, poul- 
try, eggs and other items, so that the shipments we are making for 
relief purposes are having serious repercussions on the price level 
at. home. There is an urgent need for dealing with the problem 
as a whole. ‘ 

Mr. Truman is doing just that in asking Congress to consider 


both questions at the same time. 
Moral Side On the side of morality, there is something repre 
hensible about allowing thé speculators and gam- 
blers in grain, one of the staple food diets, to make a profit out 
of human misery by: taking advantage of world shortages to boest 
prices. For that is what has been going on. In proof of this the 
President has cited official figures to show that the speculation 
on the commodity exchanges has involved several times more 
bushels of wheat than the entire crop of the country was this year. 
An obligation rests upon Congress to put an end to this, as well 
as to take whatever steps may be necessary to hold prices in line, 
If for humanitarian motives we are to spend some billions 
of dollars toward the rehabilitation of desperate people in the war- 
torn countries of Europe, then we must see to it that our own do- 
mestic economy is not threatened by the program. 


Courage Where the President showed a marked degree of cour 

age in calling Congress for the Nov. 17 special session 
lies in the opposition to such a course he met from Congressional 
leaders. He acted almost entirely on his own initiative. 

In the first conference he held with Congressional leaders on 
the subject a month ago there was little or no enthusiasm for such 
a call. He allowed the matter to simmer tor a few weeks, and then 
summoned the leaders back for a further conference, at which he 
informed them a special session could not be avoided. 

His decision appears to have the hearty support of Americans 
who are aware of the vital connection between our own well being 
and national security and European conditions as they are shaping 
up today. 

Not only are we anxious and willing to do all that is possible 
to relieve the distress of other people, but we have need to be con- 
cerned about the preservation of democratic systems in Western 
Europe. We do not want to see Communism spread over the face of 
Europe for lack of a helping hand we may be able to give. 


In Time The President's decision comes none too soon, yet in 
ample time if Congress handles the problem expedi- 
tiously. France and Italy, in particular, will be greatly in need 
of help in December and some emergency stopgap program may 
have to be devised for them. The broader outlines of the Marshall 
Plan can take shape later. 

Moreover, the domestic price Cituation has been lately getting 
worse instead of improving, so that the need arises for Congress to 
take up this: problem as soon as possible. 

There is no valid reason why Congress should not be on hand 
to consider these problems as they arise. That is what they were 
elected for by the American people, A five months’ vacation is 
too much under the circumstances. 


Benefits Yet certain benefits are to be derived from the extend- 

ed period Congress has been away. “Since the ad- 
journment in July over 200 of our national legislators have been 
in Europe on one mission or another. By the date of the extra ses- 
sion they should all be back, ready to give their colleagues: the 
results of their findings abroad. It should make for a more en- 
lightened discussion of the foreign relief problem. 

At the same time, those who have remained at home have un- 
doubtedly found occasion to study local conditions with particular 
regard to the rising price structure. 

Between the two groups there is reason to hope that Congress 
will make an intelligent approach to the two pressing problems
